be organized and 


equipped at local expense, when ac- 
cepted they betiome a part ot the med- 
ical division of the regular army, sub- 
ject, to the orders of the war depart- 
ment It is probable that an active 
campaign for the organization of at 
least one North Dakota company will 
be taken up soon in one of the three 
towns named. 


Examiners Recommended. 


At the request of the national com- 


mittee, the state medical board has 
recommended the names of Drs. Me- 
Cannel ot Minot and S. J. HUlis of 
Berthold to serve as examiners on the 
medical reserve corps. Both are ac- 
tive members of the medical reserve, 
and it will be their duty to travel 
•about the state and hold examina- 
tions at stated points and intervals. 
All of this work previously has fallen 
on the shoulders ot Lieut. A. M. Fish- 
er of Bismarck, who has been the 
only' officer qualified to make such 
examinations. We has passed 80 ap- 
plicants from North Dakota and bor- 
der counties in South Dakota and 
Montana for admission to the medi- 
cal reserve corps, and probafbly as 
many more now await examination.
